West Virginia has no anti-tiust law 
and the decision is based on tho com- 
mon law, which holds contrary to the 
Sherman anti-trust law, that the re- 
straint must be unreasonable, and so 
declared this contract to be void. The 
decision puts under a ban any trust 
or combination of two or more per- 
sons to control any legitimate article 
of trade, and includes organizations 
and unions.

After long dip- 
lomatic nc-jistiatioaa, several years 
ago, France agreed to admit American 
pork on a governmon't certificate that 
it had been microscopically 'examined 
and found sound. 
When, therefore, 


the new regulations instituted after 
th£ packing disclosures, and under 
which ihc first shipments are nor; on 
their, way to French ports, were sub- 
mitted to the authorities; here they 
ruled that they did noi comply with 
the old agreement, and prompt meas- 
ures were instituted to secure their 
reversal, and if possible avoid prc- 
longad unpleasant diplomatic 
tiations.
